The present law, 
these objectors argue, wofks injustice 
both to bachelors and to spinsters, most 
of whom contribute in some way to the 
support of their families. 

Perhaps this is the case. But, so far 
as our observation goes, the unmarried 
Woman contributes more than the un- 
maurri¢ed man, both in money and in 
service Therefore, it seems particu- 
larly petty and unfair for Uncle Sam 
to impose on her this special tax in the 
form of the very small tax exemption. 

HEN brothers and sisters go ta 
VW work and continue to live at 

heme, what is the usual finan- 
cial arrangement? Isn't it often like 
this: the boy pays board which may 
cover the actual money expense he is 
to his, parents, but by no means covers 
the services he receives from them— 
the washing, mending, nursing, wait- 
ing-on. 

The girl, on the other hand, often 
turns over her entire pay envesope to 
her mother, receiving back just enough 
money to cover Junches, carfares and 
clothes. As for services, she probably 
gives more than she receives, for how 
frequently the daughtér who “goes to 
business” is asked to co errands and 
wipe dishes, as if she were still at home 
all day with nothing else to do! 

In the case of older unmarried work- 
ers, we have a strong notion that the 
woman sti is likely to carry more of 
her family’s financial burdens than the 
man carries, There are exceptions. 
There are men who put off marriage 
indefinitely because they are taking 
care of helpless parents. There are men 

“who go shabby and insufficiently fed. 
because they are ‘seeing the kid brother 
through college.” U 

But the unmarried women workers 
with similar responsibilities are innu- 
merable! We have known not a few 
bachelors who were entirely footloose, 
financially speaking. At the moment we 
cennot think of an unmarried woman 
worker who is not helping to take care 
of somebody besides herscif—an invalid 
mother, a sister still at school, a 
crippled brother, an orphaned nephew 
or niece-—even a grandmother or a 
Brcot-aunt! The more successful a 
spinster is at. making money, the more 
inevitably grayitate, toward her weil- 
£11 purse and soft heart, all the lame 

xs in the family connection!

66] COULDN'T give my child an al- 
lowance,” says a friend. “He'd 
spend it all as soon as he got It, 

and then where would he be? I give 

him 10 cents every day.” 

But, dear friend, how is your child 
ever going ta learn how to take care 
of money? Won’t the day cote when 
you can no longer apportion his money 
for him? Are most of us born with the 


ability to budget. an income wisely? Is 
this not something that must be 
learned? Is it fair to our children to let 
them grow up ignorant in regard to 
the management of a commodity that 
will play such g large role in their 
lives? 

Many mothers have hid children just 
like my friend’s And true to expecta- 
tion, they have spent their first al- 
lowance just as soon as they have re- 
ceived it. But for the rest of the week 
they went without! Did they continue 
to act in this foolish manner? Of 
course not. Very soon these children 
have learned how to budget their al- 
lowances. And ahe lessons in choosing 
and foregoing have bee very valuable. 
These youngsters are nat likely in later 
life to spend the rent money on fool- 
ishness, ‘ 

Isn't it better to start giving chil- 
dren an allowance at an early age, 
rather than to hand them out nickels, 
dimes and quarters upon request? We 
can start the children with a smal} 
allowance and gradually increase it as 
they are capable of taking care of more 
and more of their expenditures. It 1g 
unwise to give too large an allowance, 
as not only shall we be encouraging 
spendthrift ways, but we shall also oe 
giving the child no training in making 
choices. It seems to me that we are not 
conferring a special gift upon a child 
when we give him an allowance. We are 
mere}ly supplying a need of a depend- 
ent member of the family, in the same 
manner as we give him food, clothes 
and other necessities. ‘ 

Should we expect our children to 
spend their money at our dictation? 
Won’t that defeat our main purpose 
in giving;them allowances, since it will 
give them no training in wise spending 
and saving? “But surely we must insist 
upon their gaving part of their allow- 
ance,” some mothers say. lf the chil- 
dren have an objective for saving, such 
as a long coveted bicycle or a gift for 
father’s birthday, or the desire to pay 
part of their camp fee, they will save 
without outside pressure.
